- The O. fice of the City Clerk during the year 
1968 has shown some changes insofar as some of 
the record keeping is concerned. Vital Statistics, 
recording of City Council, Special Meetings and 
Public Hearings has kept the staff busy. The is- 
suing of certificates for Births, Deaths and Mar- 
riages as well as other legal document copies in- 
volves considerable time and effort. Commercial 
Code statements are still running fairly high and 
require accurate record keeping to keep them up 
to date and available for publ'c consumption. 


Since August 4, 1968 when a Purchasing 
Agent was employed, the clerical staff and assis- 
tant took on additional duties revolving around 
record keeping of Purchasing records. 


Up-dating and revising of files in the City 
Clerk's office has made it easier to check re- 
cords more accurately.

This covers Redl, 
Personal and School taxes. Increase in the’ wa- 
rant was of course by reason of rate increase. 4s

Recreation Department — 


The 1968 season got underway after a few 
preliminary difficulties that held up the opening 
of Garrison Hill due to rope tow problems. How- 
ever, by the middle of January everything was 
running smoothly and ski lessons, along with gen- 
eral skiing, were being enjoyed by a large turnout 
of ski enthusiasts. The conditions at the slope ta- 
pered off due to poor ski conditions but we did 
manage to squeeze in all the lessons for the 
school children. Approximately 200 youngsters 
took advantage of the frogram which ran for six 
weeks. 

The skating conditions were, for the most 
part, good with the large rink by the Junior High 
School receiving a real good response: The 7th 
and 8th grade physical education classes took ad- 
vantage of the situation and ran part of their pro- 
gram centered around skating and informal hock- 
ey. 

While programs on the outside were being 
held, the Recreation Center was also jumping 
with activities. Basketball leagues, under the di- 
rection of Bob Butterfield, were set up and teams 
organized for 4th graders up through high school. 
Also, an evening program of basketball was con- 
ducted for the men with a city league and an in- 
dustrial league competing two nights a week. On 
Tuesday evenings, the ladies had use ot the faci- 
lities and they put it to good use as a course in 
slimnastics was held under the direction of Carol 
Bosworth. This was followed by an informal pe- 
riod of volleyball, ping ng. badminton and vari- 
ous other activities. The ladies night program 
was bigger and better than ever due to the com- 
bining of the slimnastics classes with a swimm- 
ing program. One big program was the Diet Wor- 
kshop which originally was held on Thursday 
evenings but due to the response an additional 
class was added on Wednesday mornings. In 
keeping with the trend of jogging, many business 
men, as well as other adults, took advantage of 
the time set aside for them at noon time to use 
the indoor gym for their jogging program.

The Application for Recertification of Do- 
ver's Workable Program was granted in 1968 and 
the Board met monthly with the Consulting Firm 
of Metcalf & Eddy on updating the Comprehen- 
sive Plan. 


During 1968 the Board spent a considerable 
amount of time studying the need for apartment 
housing and townhouses in Dover. The Board 
voted to recommend to the City Council the adop- 
tion of an amendment to the Zoning Ordinance 
whereby mobilehome parks, in addition to exist- 
ing regulations, will be permitted only by special 
exception after public hearing by the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment. 


The Board approved the Planning Director’s 
recommendation that the technical and design re- 
quirements be incorporated in the Subdivision 
Regulations 


In 1968 the Planning Board procu! ed selected 
sheets of photogrammetric mapping for the City

The Planning Board authorized the Director

ADULT AND YOUNG PEOPLE 


As a Service Center in the State Wide Library 
Development Organization, we offered our serv- 
ices to the 14 Libraries in our area through the Li- 

brarians thus filling the needs of patrons from the 
smaller Libraries. One Library borrowed books 
from our Children’s Room to augment the needs 
of the children who had no opportunity to use the 
many facilities of a larger Library. State Aid 


grants of $1,322 for adult non-fiction books wee 
the

One of our most exciting new services of the 
Library to its patrons is the Large Print material 
for those with sight problems. At the end of 1968, 
the Library has 104 fiction and non-fiction books.

The Historical Room continues to be one of 
our increasingly popular services to those inter- 
ested in local history or in tracing their family 
trees. This year 319 people from the New England 
States, California, Virginia, Colorado, and cin 
na used our famous historical records. We have

529 books and recordings, including four 
memorial books, were presented to the Library 
during the year. We regret that the names of the 
donors cannot be mentioned here, but we do ex- 
tend our warm thanks to them all. 


Effective service in the Library depends not 
only on available materials but to a greater ex- 
tent on the whole staff which has seen several 
changes during 1968. M. Antoinette Pichette re- 
tired after more than 20 years cf devoted and va- 
luable service to the Library. Carol Phelps, Chil- 
dren’s Librarian since December 1963, was a 
grave loss to us when she moved from Dover. 
Dorothy Shirley, our valuable Assistant Librarian 
and cataloger for six years, regretfully retired at 
the end of the year. We are fortunate to have Wil- 
ma Thorin, Children’s Librarian; Katherine Reed 
and Katherine Cunningham join our dedicated, 
efficient staff. Alice Manock, Reference Librar- 
ian; Phyllis Anderson, Head of Circulation De- 
partment; Hallie Gordon, General Assistan 
Dorothy Bassinor, Margaret Lawless and Doris!

DOVER SUMMER SCHOOL 


Dover’s sixth Summer School came to a close 
Friday, July 26, 1968, with a final number of 194 
students completing their courses. Our students 
this year represented the Dover Public and Paro- 
chial Schools and many cities and towns in the 
Surrounding area. The curriculum was designed 
to meet the needs of the children at all grade le- 
Vels for enrichment as well as remedial purposes. 
The program included ‘‘core’’ subjects, such as 
mathematics, reading, English, French and the 
social sciences, supplemented by enrichment 
Courses in creative writing, developmental read 
ing and personal typing. At the end of the second 
week of Summer School, the parents of all the 
elementary students received progress reports. 
Also at this time the parents of high school stu- 
dents doing substandard work were not ‘ied. At 
the close of the Summer School, progress reports 
were issued again and the final grades for the 
secondary students were sent to their high 
schools.

MANPOWER TRAINING 


The Dover Board of Education has been alert 
to the economic needs of the City of Dover by 
cooperating with local industry and the local em- 
ployment security office in instituting courses to 
improve the skills of local workers. These 
courses are financed completely from Federal 
funds. Courses in machine design, carpentry ap- 

rentice shop, and machine operation are also 
eng conducted by the Dover School Depart- 
ment. The latter course is sponsored by the Do- 
ver Chamber of Commerce and the Economic 
Commission in the interest of local industry. A 
nurses training program operated ty the Wentw- 
orth-Douglass Hospital found the Dover School 
Department playing a small part by managing 
the budgetary aspects of the program. It makes 
good sense to a community to make maximum 
use of its educational facilities during the evening 
hours for the educational enrichment of its adult 
members. 


FEDERAL PROJECTS 


The Dover Public and Parochial Schools 
are participating in the following projects under 
the Federal Economic Opportunity programs: 
Head Start which was conducted at the Woodman 
Park School in the summer of 1968, and Neighbor- 
hood Youth Corps, sponsored by the Community 
Action Program. 

Under the Elementary and Secondary Educa- 
tion Act, a federal program, Title 1, covering 
speech therapy, remedial reading and child de- 
velopment counseling is being continued — and in 
two instances have been implemented for both 
public and parochial school students. A program 
under Title 1, Summer School for the culturally 
underprivileged operated during the summer at 
the Woodman Park School. 

A program under Title II ($11,000) library re- 
source materials and audio visual aids operated 
during the year under the supervision of Mr. 
George Riyers. Both public and parochial school 
systems shared in this worthwhile project. The 
Dover School Department has received $48,000 of 
Federal Aid to operate under Title I and II. 


GOVERNMENT SURPLUS 


Outstanding activity in the area of vccational 
education has afforded the Dover School Depart- 
ment a superior reputation in our State as well as 
throughout tle country. Questionnaires and re- 
quested information from other sctools has been 
but one evidence of such high standing.

(1) Inform itself and the School Board of the 
present situation with respect to space, class- 
room load, etc. ; ; 

(2) Identify and project growth patterns in 
elementary, junior high, and senior high enroll- 
ment. 

(3) Identify ae et shifts in adult and 
student population that might effect location of 
needed classroom space. ; 

(4) Acquaint itself with possible school sites 
if these were shown to be necessary. Also learn 
ters additions might be made to existing faci- 

ities. 

(5) Acquaint itself with state recommended 
school sizes and student load per classroom. 

(6) Make recomn endations to the School 
Board regarding needed action and timing of such 
action. 


CONCLUSIONS 


(1) There is an immediate critical need for ad- 
ditional elementary classroom space. 

(2) In the junior high school, the normal 
growth projection indicates there will be ade- 
quate space for another 120 to 150 students; and 
with the normal growth there should be adequate 
space until about 1973. This assumes that the 
three rooms loaned to St. Mary’s and the four 
rooms at Ida B. Hanson now used for elementary 
grades one through four will be available as 
needed for junior high students. 

(3) At the senior high school, the normal 
growth projection indicates adequate space until 
1972 when there will be 1500 students which is the 
design capacity of the school. The core facilities 
(library, kitchen, etc.) will support 2000 students. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The School Board and the City of Dover have 
a responsibility to provide a high quality efficien 
school system for the children of Dover.

In September adjustments were made at St 
Mary's the Catholic Consolidated School 
Board to house all but four St. Charles classes 
These four classes remained at the junior high 
school for the school year 196869.

seph's Parish, Reverend Joseph Desmond, by the 
Dover Board of Education with thanks of appre- 
ciation for the use of the school for a period of 
over five years while an “emergency” existed in 
the Public School System 


RECOMMENDATIC 


I am pleased to report that of the four recom- 
mendations made t year three of them have 
been implemented, (1) A study committee has 
been formed to explore tt sibility of a put 
kindergarten; (2) An additional Guidance Direc- 
tor will have been added to the high school staff 
and (3) A great majority of the recommendations 
of the New England Accrediting Agency have 
been completed. Another year we should consider 
seriously the following: (1) That at least three 
elementary school sites be purchased for future 
use. Land damage settlements in the obtaining of 
the high school sites should be a lesson to us, (2) 
That we should institute a French foreign lang- 
uagé program at the Junior High School level. We 
have a fine facility in the language laboratory and 
this type of offering would enhance the chances of 
our Junior High School becoming fully approved 
(3) That there be an additional ‘‘special class’’ 
or educable children at the elementary level. (4) 
That there is need of a Curriculum Coordinator at 
the high school level. (5) That compared to other 
high school systems our size we seem to be un- 
derstaffed administratively. In my opinion, we 
are in need of a second Assistant Principal at the 
high school level. (6) That with the passage each 
year, and the resultant growth of student popula- 
on with a greater need for special pupil serv- 
ices, and increased number of teacher personnel.
